Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

We  had  one  whole  time  Health  Visitor  (Mrs.  S'hawcross),  until  1st  May, 
1923,  when  an  additional  appointment  was  made  and  Miss  Dwyer  commenced 
duties.  The  town  was  then  divided  into  two>  districts  for  purposes  of  adminis- 
tration and  Mrs.  Shawcro'ss  took  charge  of  the  Southern  and  Miss  Dwyer  the 
Northern. 
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The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  at  43,  Bolton  Road,  is  firmly 
established  and  is  open  each  day  from  9 to  10  a.m.,  and:  from  4-30  to  5-30  p.m., 
when  interviews  with  the  Nurses  may  take  place.  On  Tuesdays  and  Wednes- 
days from  2-30  to  4-30  p.m.,  Special  Meetings  are  Held,  the  babies  being 
weighed,  and  talks  are  given  to  the  mothers  on  various  domestic  subjects. 
I am  in  attendance  for  consultation,  and  I also  interview  applicants  who-  may 
request  free  milk  grants  to  be  made.

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The  Day  Nursery  situated  in  Hanover  Street,  was  closed  on  31st  March, 

1923. 

There  is  no  Institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate 
infants,  and  homeless  children,  in  the  town. 

There  is  one  School  Clinic  (at  Holker  House),  established  and  maintained 
by  the  local  Education  Authority. 

At  20,  Railway  Road,  Darwen,  there  is  a Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  under 
the  direct  control  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  where  patients  attend 
for  examination  once  each  week. 

Venereal  Diseases  are  treated  at  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary. 

The  Local  Authority  has  instituted  a scheme  for  the  supply  of  milk  for 
necessitous  infants  and  expectant  and  nursing  mothers. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

For  Smallpox — Two  beds  at  Rough  Height  Farm  House. 

For  other  Infectious  Diseases — Scarlet  Fever  1 block, 

Typhoid  Fever  8 beds  at  Bull  Hill  Hospital. 

The  Typhoid  Fever  block  at  Bull  Hill  Hospital  is  loaned  to 
County  Council  for  the  treatment  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

There  is  no  hospital  accommodation  (locally)  for  the 
maternity  cases,  or  for  children’s  ailments. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

For  the  removal  of  Infectious  cases  we  have  one  horse-drawn  ambu’ance. 
For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  a motor  ambulance  (loaned  by  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society)  is  available,  and  there  is  also  one  horse-drawn 
ambulance.

LABORATORY  WORK. 

The  number  of  Bacteriological  Examinations  is  as  follows — Blood  6, 
Sputum  15,  Throat  Swabs  33,  others  2. 

Under  the  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  Order  of  1910  a supply  of  Anti-toxin  is 
kept  at  the  Health  Office,  and  the  amount  used  by  local  practitioners  during 
1923  was  102,000  units.  No  other  Sera  or  Vaccines  were  used. 
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SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 


The  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  has  been  adopted,  except- 
ing Sections  5 to  1 1 inclusive,  and  Section  15. 

The  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment  Act)  1890,  has  been  adopted  except- 
ing the  Section  relating  to  Music  and  Dancing. 

Certain  Sections  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment  Act)  1907,  have 
also  been  adopted,  also  the  Darwen  Corporation  Acts,  1887  and  1899. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  is  collected  mostly  from  Moorland,  and  is  of  good  quality. 

There  is  no  possibility  of  contamination  in  the  vicinity  of  dwelling-houses. 

There  is  no  insufficiency. 

The  amount  used  during  the  year  was  360,461,000  gallons  ; 42,723,000 
being  for  trade  purposes,  the  remainder  for  domestic  use  at  the  rate  of  22.3 
gallons  per  head  per  day. 

The  total  Rainfall  for  the  year  on  the  Watershed  was  65.43  inches,  and 
in  Bold  Venture  Park  71.04  inches.  We  had  rain  on  266  days. 

The  heaviest  Rainfall  was  in  February,  with  9.32  inches,  and  the  lowest 
in  June,  with  1.70  inches. 


SCAVENGING. 

The  Scavenging  and  collection  of  House  Refuse  is  efficiently  carried  out 
by  the  Sanitary  Authority.  . . 

House  refuse  is  burnt  in  a Meldrum’s  Destructor  which  is  situated  near 
the  Electricity  Works. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

The  Bacteriological  method  is  the  one  in  use  for  the  treatment  of  sewage, 
and  appears  to  be  efficient. 

The  Drainage  system  of  the  town  is  the  one  known  as  the  combined 
system.  There  has  been  no  new  development  in  the  system  during  the  year, 
apart  from  the  necessary  cleansing  and  repairs. 

There  is  no  area  or  township  without  proper  drainage  system. 

The  Water  and  Smoke  tests  are  applied  to  drains. 
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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  legal  action  has  been  taken  regarding  the  pollution  of  streams. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  85  Bakehouses  and  on  the  whole  they  are  in  a fairly  good  con- 
dition. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES.

There  are  two  Slaughterhouses  registered  and  also  one  licensed.  The 
two  registered  are  Public  Abbatoirs.  They  are  all  in  fairly  good  condition. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

Ihe  Municipal  Model  Lodging  House  is  the  only  common  lodging  house 
in  the  town,  and  is  frequently  visited  and  inspected  by  Inspector  Walsh. 

The  average  daily  number  of  lodgers  for  the  year  was  82.22  including 
women,  as  compared  with  83.32  for  the  previous  year,  a decrease  of  1.10. 


WORKSHOPS  AND  WORKPLACES. 

The  Workshops  and  Workplaces  are  on  the  whole  in  a fairly  good  condi- 
tion. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  condition  of  the  Schools  on  the  whole  is  good. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  81  cowkeepers  on  the  Registers  and  27  Dairymen.  One 
hundred  and  forty-five  Inspections  have  been  made  by  the  Inspectors  during 
the  year. 

Regulations  were  made  on  the  4th  April,  1898  ; these  are  enforced. 
Ihe  cubic  capacity  mentioned  in  the  Regulations  is  600  cubic  feet  per  cow. 
The  farm  buildings  are  in  a fairly  good  condition. 

When  necessary  the  veterinary  surgeon  is  called  in  to  inspect  dairy  cows. 

No  action  has  been  taken  in  regard  to*  tuberculous  milk. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  one  Dealer’s  License  to 
sell  “ Grade  A ” (Tuberculin  Tested)  Milk  has  been  granted. 
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INSPECTION  OF  FOOD. 

The  various  workshops,  bakehouses,  etc.,  where  food  is  prepared  are 
kept  under  strict  supervision  and  there  have  been  no  cases  of  food  poisoning 
reported  to  me  during  the  year. 

The  amount  of  food  surrendered  or  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption is  as  follows — 

(a)  Tuberculous  carcases  and  parts — Approximate  weight,  2,602  lbs., 

taken  from  18  Beasts,  1 Calf  and  5 Pigs. 

(b)  Diseased,  unsound  or  unwholesome  meat,  other  than  above — - 

Approximate  weight,  6,224  lbs.,  taken  from  299  Beasts,  98 

Sheep,  7 Calves,  6 Pigs. 

(c)  Other  Foodstuffs — 12  lbs.  Corned  Beef. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  institute  any  legal  proceedings. 

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION. 

The  number  of  houses  disinfected  during  the  year  was  206.  The  Dis- 
infecting medium  used  being  either  Sulphur  or  Formalin. 

Infected  bedding  was  removed  from  39  houses  for  disinfection  to  Bull 
Hill  Hospital,  where  they  are  treated  by  sulphur  fumigation.  The  total  num- 
ber of  articles  treated  being  127.

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

Twenty-nine  samples  of  milk  were  purchased  by  the  Inspectors  and  sub- 
mitted for  analysis. 

Three  of  the  samples  contained  an  appreciable  amount  of  cow  dung  but 
not  sufficient  in  the  Analyst’s  opinion  to  warrant  legal  proceedings.  Two 
samples  just  reached  the  limit  for  fat  fixed  by  the  “ Sale  of  Milk  ” Regu’ations.

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Meteorology 


The  Meteorological  Observatory  is  at  Bold  Venture  Park  in  Lat.  53°  41' 
25"  N. , and  Lon.  2°  28'  32"  W.,  and  is  at  an  altitude  of  728  feet  above  mean 
sea  level. 

Observations  are  taken  twice  daily;  at  9 a.m.  and  9 p.m. 

This  station  is  connected  with  the  Meteorological  Office,  and  is  called 
a Normal  Climatological  Station.  A report,  giving  all  details  of  readings, 
is  sent  each -month  to  the  Meteorological  Office,  London. 


The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  is  1804.6  millimetres,  or  71.04  inches  being 
recorded  on  266  days  ; the  average  for  the  last  seventeen  years  being  55.28 
inches.  The  greatest  monthly  fall  was  in  February,  236.9  millimetres  ; and 
the  lowest  in  June  43.2  millimetres.  The  greatest  daily  fall  was  48.9  milli- 
metres, on  November  12th. 

The  total  sunshine  registered  on  276  days  during  the  year  was  1079.9 
hours,  the  average  for  seventeen  years  is  1144.2  hours.  May  registered  the 
highest  monthly  total,  150.2  hours  ; and  December  the  lowest,  24.6  hours. 
The  highest  d^iily  reading  was  13.1  hours,  on  June  2nd. 

The  mean  minimum  temperature  in  shade  was  40.6°,  being  above  the 
average  for  the  last  seventeen  years,  which  was  40.5°.  The  lowest  monthly 
mean  was  in  November,  32.6°,  and  the  lowest  reading  for  the  year  25.0°,  on 
December  25th. 

The  maximum  wind  velocity  was  on  June  13th,  when  a West-North- 
Westerly  wind  was  blowing  at  the  rate  of  40  miles  per  hour. 

No  observations  of  calm  were  recorded,  25  observations  of  snow,  and 
213  observations  of  hail,  13  observations  of  thunder,  5 observations  of 
lightning,  thunderstorm  on  7 days,  6 observations  of  hoar  frost,  38  observa- 
tions of  mist,  84  observations  of  ground  frost,  5 observations  of  snow  lying, 
1 observation  of  rime  frost,  and  1 observation  of  fog.

The  foregoing  table  presents  much  interesting  information,  and  suggests 
that  the  prevailing  notion — that  the  process  of  Humidifying  the  air  in  weaving 
sheds  is  injurious  to  health — cannot  be  supported  by  the  facts  of  life. 

The  table  shows — 

I.  — That  weavers  have  the  smallest  death  rate  from  all  the  respira- 
tory diseases  when  compared  with  any  other  branch  of  the  cotton  trade, 
and  with  the  same  rate  for  all  children,  age  15  years  and  under,  or  simi- 
larly with  the  whole  Borough. 

II.  — That  deaths  from  other  causes  are  likewise  strongly  in  favour 
of  the  weavers. 

HI. — rThe  table  further  shows  that  weavers  have  a longer  life  period 
that  is,  more  weavers  live  into  the  older  ages  than  other  cotton  workers. 
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These  same  factors  obtain  in.  other  weaving  areas.  Can  they  be 
explained?  There  is  room  here  for  a definite  scientific  enquiry.  I may, 
however,  suggest  as  follows.  The  mean  humidity  of  the  air  in  Darwen  is  80 
per  cent,  throughout  the  year,  that  being  so,  a slight  change  in  temperature 
is  immediately  followed  by  dampness  or  ram,  the  sky  suddenly  becoming  over- 
cast. Weaving  shed  humidity  is  generally  about  75  per  cent.  The  air  pass- 
ing into  the  weaving  shed  is  raised  in  temperature  and  thus  would  have  its 
normal  humidity  lowered.  The  process  of  humidifying,  so>  far  as  this  area  is 
concerned,  simply  adds  the  necessary  amount  of  moisture  to  the  air  to  nullify 
this  reducing  process.  Thus  the  weaver  breathes  practically  a uniform  air. 
Further,  the  weaving  sheds  are  well  ventilated,  and  there  is  a constant  air 
movement.  Much  is  made  of  the  fact,  that  if  a weaver  hangs  his  coat  on  the 
wall  of  a shed,  it  becomes  damp,  and  therefore,  it  is  concluded  that  the 
clothes  worn  must  also  be  damp.  Let  us  think  this  out.  The  coat  on  the 
wall  becomes  damp  because  the  wall  is  colder  than  the  shed  air,  hence  con- 
densation must  take  place  and  continue  to  take  place  so  long  as  the  coat 
remains  upon  the  wall.  The  clothing  worn  is  fitted  upon  a body,  the  tempera- 
ture of  which  is  98.4°  F.  and  therefore  being  of  higher  temperature  than  the 
shed,  warms  the  contained  a>r  in  the  clothing,  thus  reducing  the  percentage 
of  humidity,  and  no  dampness  results,  hence  the  clothes  worn  remain  dry. 

Now  examine  a spinning  room.  Here  we  have  the  outside  air  passing  in 
with  its  80  per  cent,  humidity,  raised  to  a higher  working  temperature  by  dry 
heat,  thereby  causing  a sudden  fall  of  the  percentage  humidity.  The  windows 
are  kept  closed  by  the  spinners,  and  air  movement  is  practically  nil.  This 
air  meets  one  as  hot  and  irritating  as  compared  to  that  of  the  weaving  shed. 

The  spinner  therefore  has  to'  accommodate  himself  to  two  factors,  name- 
ly, air  temperature,  and  air  content  in  passing  from  his  work  to  his  home, 
whereas  the  weaver  has  only  to*  accommodate  himse’f  to  temperature.  The 
body  temperature  of  98.4°  F.  is  an  subaqueous  temperature,  and  I do  suggest 
that  a 75  per  cent,  humidity  at  temperatures  varying  from  50°  F.  to  80°  F.  can 
in  no  way  be  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health,  if  there  be  good  air  movement. 

SPINNERS?  SCROTAL  CANCER. 

It  is  suggested  that  this  disease  is  due  to  oil  used.  I have  visited 
several  sheds,  and  observed  the  following  facts — 

I— The  spinners  work  with  bare  feet  and  wear  their  cotton  overalls 
next  the  skin. 

IF — Ihese  overalls  have  a large  double  flap  in  front,  used  as  a 
pocket  for  waste. 
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III. — The  machine  rod,  which  meets  the  body  of  the  worker,  is  not 
oily,  and  as  a matter  of  fact  comes  in  contact  with  this  pocket  flap. 


I suggest  that — 

I.  — The  dampness  of  the  overalls  in  this  region  is  due  to  the  sweat- 
ing of  the  scrotum  and  inner  side  of  the  thighs  and  not  due  to  any  oil. 

II.  — That  the  cotton  overalls  being  of  a hard  and  stringy  nature, 
cause  friction  upon  the  sweaty  scrotum. 

III.  — That  the  most  probable  cause  of  scrotal  cancer  is  this  friction 
plus  the  irritating  action  of  the  dyes  found  in  the  overalls. 

Assuming  that  this  be  true,  I advise  that  it  be  made  compulsory  that  a 
woollen  pant  be  worn  between  the  skin  and  the  overalls.

As  soon  as  possible  after  receipt  of  a notification  the  premises  are 
visited,  a minute  inspection  is  made,  and  all  particulars  regarding  the  patient 
is  obtained.  Verbal  and  printed  instructions  are  given  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  the  disease. 

In  cases  where  children  are  attending  school  from  an  infected  house, 
notices  are  at  once  sent  to  the  Education  Offices,  to  the  Headmaster  of  the 
School,  and  also  to  the  Public  Library. 

Immediately  after  the  removal  to  Hospital  of  cases  or  the  recovery  of 
the  case,  the  rooms  are  disinfected. 

During  the  year  32  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed  to  Bull  Hill 
Hospital,  viz.,  8 from  Central  Ward,  9 from  South-East  Ward,  and  15  from 
South-West  Ward. 
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NUISANCES,  &c. 


The  number  of  complaints  received  during  1923  was  118,  in  1922  tne 
total  was  171.  These  complaints  arose  mostly  from  offensive  smells  in  con- 
nection with  drains,  choked  W.W.  closets  and  accumulations  of  refuse,  etc. 

In  all  cases  the  complaints  were  immediately  attended  to  and  the 
nuisances  remedied  as  early  as  possible. 

Thirty-five  agreement  forms  for  alterations  to  drains,  opening  choked 
waste  water  closets,  etc.,  were  signed  and  the  work  carried  out  by  the  High- 
ways Department.

The  arrangements 
for  the  drainage,  lighting,  and  ventilation  of  some  of  the  old  farm  buildings 
are  defective.  The  w'alls,  floors,  etc.,  are  not  finished  to  a smooth  surface, 
consequently  the  maintenance  of  cleanliness  is  very  difficult.

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS,  CINEMAS,  &c. 

The  Theatre  Royal,  Cinemas,  etc.,  within  the  district  are  periodically 
visited  and  appear  to  be  kept  in  a sanitary  condition.  It  has  been  necessary 
to  request  several  alterations  and  these  have  been  carried  out. 


SHOP  HOURS  ACT. 

During  the  year  1923,  55  nightly  visits  were  made  to  various  parts  of  the 
Borough,  and  39  to  the  Market  Ground,  and  a large  number  of  visits  were 
made  to  verify  requisition  for  closing  orders  for  Grocers,  Butchers,  and 
Tailors.

DIRTY  HOUSES. 

In  the  monthly  reports  submitted  to  Committee,  details  were  given  of 
certain  Houses  situated  in  Green  Street,  Shorroek  Fold,  William  Street,  Bury 
Street,  Heys  Lane,  Robert  Street,  Holden  FoM,  Hutchinson  Court,  which  were 
found  to  be  in  a very  filthy  condition.  Preliminary  and  ultimately  statutory 
notices  were  served  upon  the  occupiers,  and  the  cleansing  was  ultimately 
done  to  our  satisfaction.  Inspector  Wilson,  N.S.P.C.C.,  accompanied  me  on 
many  occasions.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

1 * 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-six  cases  were  notified,  these  being  distributed 
as  follows— 38  in  West-Central  Ward,  133  in  North-East  Ward,  and  85  m 
North-West  Ward.  Immediately  upon  receipt  of  notification  of  the  exist- 
ence of  these  cases,  the  houses  were  visited  and  a thorough  examination  of 
the  premises  made,  any  defects  in  the  drainage,  sanitary  arrangements,  etc., 
I caused  to  be  remedied  as  quickly  as  possible.  Eighteen  of  the  patients 
suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed  to  the  Bull  Hill  Hospital.  The 
rooms  previously  occupied  by  the  patients  were  thoroughly  cleansed  and 
disinfected.  During  the  year  88  rooms  were  fumigated  and  15  loads  of 
bedding,  etc.,  were  removed  and  disinfected.  A complete  list  of  the  number 
of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  in  the  various  wards  is  included  in  the  Medical 
Officer’s  report. 


BLACK  SMOKE  NUISANCE. 

Fifty-seven  observations  were  taken,  each  of  one  hour’s  duration. 

The  following  Time  Limit  is  in  force  in  the  Borough — 

One,  Two  or  Three  Boilers  5 minutes’  Black  smoke  per  hour. 

Four  or  more  Boilers  7 minutes’  Black  Smoke  per  hour. 

In  one  instance  the  Time  Limit  was  exceeded  and  a Statutory  Notice 
was  served  upon  the  occupier  of  the  mill. 

The  following  Table  of  Analysis  of  Observations  shows  the  average 
amount  of  Black  Smoke  emitted  in  minutes  per  hour  during  the  last  10  years —

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  32  farms,  with  67  shippons,  and  4 milk  shops  in  the  Northern 
District.  In  addition  there  are  many  purveyors  of  milk  whose  farms  are 
situated  without  ttie  Borough.  No  dairy  cows  have  been  kept  during  the 
year  at  Holly  Bank,  and  Lower  Trees  Farms.  A few  of  the  farms  are  used 
chiefly  for  rearing  young  stock.  About  500  cows  are  stalled  in  the  shippons, 
in  addition  to  young  stock  and  oxen.  Improvements  were  carried  out  under 
the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Regulations,  as  follows — •

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Many  repairs  of  a minor  nature  were  also  carried  out. 

I have  continued  to  watch  carefully  the  water  supplies  at  the  various 
farms. 

Copies  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Regulations  have  again 
been  supplied  to  each  farmer  and  purveyor  of  milk. 


INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Many  Inspections  of  the  12  Elementary  Schools  were  made  particularly 
during  the  vacations,  viz.,  Easter,  Mid-Summer,  and  Christmas,  to  survey 
the  buildings  and  ascertain  if  the  cleaning  had  been  done  in  accordance  with 
your  requirements,  as  issued  prior  to  each  vacation  by  Mr.  W.  Brether  ck, 
Secretary  of  Education.  The  work  was  done  in  accordance  with  instruc- 
tions. Defects  in  the  buildings,  means  of  ventilation,  drainage,  and  pave- 
ment of  yards  were  referred  to  the  Education  Department  for  attention.  Many 
defects  were  remedied.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  accompanied  me  to 
many  of  the  Schools. 


TRIPERIES,  &c. 


Two  tripe  dressing  firms  occupy  premises  at  the  Corporation  buildings 
m J^epbCbtreet  West.  The  greatest  possible  care  is  exercised  to  avoid 
effluvia  nuisances.  The  waste  material  is  removed  daily  and  cremated. 


One  gut  scraper  carries  out  the  preliminary  part  of  his  work  in  premises 
situated  at  the  Public  Abattoirs.  The  casings  are  sent  out  of  town  to  be 
scraped,  etc.  There  was  no  cause  for  complaint  during  the  year. 


SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUCS  ACTS,  1875  TO  1907. 

During  the  year  I purchased  27  samples  of  milk  and  forwarded  them  to 
the  County  Analyst  for  examination.  One  sample  was  broken  in  transit, 
two  just  reached  the  limit  for  fat  fixed  by  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations. 
Three  samples  contained  traces  of  cowdung.  The  remaining  samples  were 
found  to  be  clean  and  genuine.

Cautionary  letters  were 
forwarded  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to>  the  vendors  of  the  samples  con- 
taining cowdung. 


I have  continued  to'  keep  a sharp  outlook  over  the  various  articles  of  food 
offered  for  sale  for  human  consumption  in  the  district.  The  butchers  shops 
are  regu’arly  visited.  For  particulars  regarding  the  inspection  of  meat  see 
the  Meat  Inspector’s  Report. 


MODEL  LODGING  HOUSE. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a decrease  of  1.10  per  month  in  the  num- 
ber of  lodgers  when  compared  with  1922.  This  is  the  only  common  lodging 
house  in  the  town,  a distinct  advantage  from  a public  health  standpoint.  I 
frequently  visited  the  house,  often  in  the  evening  after  the  lodgers  had  retired 
to  rest,  when  the  number  of  cubicles  occupied  were  checked  and  the  books 
examined.  During  the  year  the  house  has  been  thoroughly  renovated  and 
cleansed.

CLOSET  CONVERSIONS. 

During  the  year  78  pail  closets  and  6 waste  water  closets  were  converted 
to  the  water  carnage  system. 

Most  of  the  remaining  pail  closets  would  have  been  converted  long  ago 
but  difficulties  in  regard  to  drainage  were  encountered.  An  endeavour  is 
now  being  made  to  overcome  these  drainage  problems  and  convert  the  closets. 

A few  pail  closets  cannot  be  converted  as  they  are  situated  at  too  great 
a distance  from  the  sewers. 


MANURE  PITS. 

The  midden  steads  were  regularly  inspected  and  precautions  were  again 
taken  to  mitigate  the  nuisance  caused  by  flies. 

OTHER  MATTERS, 

At  each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Health  Committee,  in  addition  to  the 
printed  report,  I have  submitted  a detailed  type-written  statement  of  the  work 
carried  out  in  my  district. 
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I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  service  of  Informal  and  Statutory  Notices 
had  the  effect  of  securing  the  abatement  of  nuisances. 

Many  Agreement  Forms  have  been  signed  by  owners  of  property  for  the 
Corporation  workmen  to  carry  out  repairs,  etc.,  to  back  yards,  drains,  etc. 

This  work  has  been  done  under  my  supervision.

MEAT  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT,  1923. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Slaughter  House  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

All  animals  were  examined  upon  arrival  at  The  Abattoirs,  where 
they  were  penned  in  the  lairages,  fed  and  rested  before  slaughter.  The 
strictest  supervision  was  at  all  times  maintained  to  prevent  the  possibility  of 
ill-treatment  and  every  effort  was  made  to  ensure  slaughtering  being  done 
expeditiously  and  in  as  humane  a manner  as  possible. 

FOOT  AND  MOUTH  DISEASE. 

Whilst  the  town  was  free  from  this  disease,  still  there  were  outbreaks 
recorded  from  time  to  time  in  other  parts  of  Lancashire  which  affected  the 
movement  of  cattle,  diminishing  to  a considerable  extent  the  number  of  cattle 
slaughtered  locally  during  the  year  under  review.  The  wholesale  slaughter- 
ing of  affected  cattle  and  contacts  tended  no  doubt  to'  keep  up  the  price  of 
home-fed  meat,  especially  as  fewer  cattle  were  allowed  to  be  imported  from 
abroad  to'  the  cattle  markets  than  was  anticipated. 

INSPECTION  OF  SHOPS. 

Some  of  the  retail  butchers  obtain  their  supplies  from  Blackburn  whole- 
sale dealers,  and  large  consignments  of  Chilled  and  Frozen  Meat  are  brought 
into  the  town  weekly,  necessitating  inspection  of  meat  in  the  retail  shops. 

Consignments  of  Fresh  Meat  have  been  received  from  Birkenhead,  Black- 
burn and  Wilpshire,  and  passed  through  our  Slaughterhouses.
